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SPAIN—AND THE FUTURE 

Granting that the forces under General 
Franco are to achieve their final triumph over 
‘the Loyalists within the next few months, at 
most, it would be a super-optimist who would 
expect this development to end the era of civil 
strife in Spain. 

There are, for one factor, too many antago- 
nistic groups now fighting together as the Rebel 
army to hold out much hope of peace. It is 
almost certain that, once their common enemy 
is crushed, new outbreaks will occur between the 
different factions among the victors. ‘Too, it 
may be expected that remnants of the Loyalist 
forces will keep up the struggle, as best they 
may in scattered guerrilla bands, for a long 
time to come. 

The exact truth as to the ideals for which 
either side in Spain fights has never been clear, 
in this country. It is doubtful if any conflict, 
even the World War, set loose such voluminous, 
and conflicting, barrages of propaganda. 

According to one view, Franco and his men 

are like unto Knights in shining armor, heroes 
of King Arthur, noble paladins who fight for the 
right against the fearful forces of darkness and 
evil. To this view, the Loyalists are nothing but 
a collection of Communists, to be abhorred and 
crushed as rapidly as possible. 
_ Another view of the Spanish war, however, 
sees the Loyalists as magnificent defenders of 
all the ideals of true democracy, with Franco 
but the weapon of the wicked forces of Fascism 
and Naziism. Supporting this view there is, at 
least, the undéniable fact that both Italy and 
Germany have sent many troops, great masses 
of war equipment and supplies, to fight on the 
side of Franco and his rebels. 

To some a Victory for Franco is a triumph of 
right over wrong, as glorious as any successful 
crusade. To others, the downfall of the Loyal- 
ists means surrendering all hopes of democracy 
in Spain and handing over the country to Hitler 
and Mussolini, to be used as a valuable pawn 
in the fateful international game between 
democracy and authoritarianism. 

Which view is true, it is impossible for un- 
biased Americans to know. It is not that we, in 
this country, are uninformed. Rather is it that 
we are over-informed. 

All we can do is to remain carefully neutral 
in thought and speech. Remembering, always, 
that all our loyalties belong to the United 
States. | 

And we can hope and believe that, whatever 
the outcome, it will be for the ultimate better- 
ment of mankind and his world. Without that 
faith, in this modern age, there could be noth- 
ing but despair. 


JAPAN FEELS THE PRESSURE 

Reports from Japan indicate that a substan- 
tial subsidy to promote export trade, vital to 
the existence of the nation, has been included 
in the*1940 governmental budget. Although it 
has not been specifically revealed how this sub- 
sidy will be utilized, the reasons for its inclu- 
sion in the national “balance” sheet are ob- 
vious. 

During the first 10 months of 1938 Japanese 
exports to nations outside the so-called yen 
block declined in value almost 800,000,000 yen. 
This represented a loss of 40 per cent as against 
the same period of 1937. Shipments of goods 
to North America, principally, of course, to the 
United States, amounted to only 348,000,000 yen, 
a decrease of over 225,000,000 yen in 10 months. 

As to cotton textile exports the latest figures 
point to a decline during 1938 of at least 20 
per cent under the year 1937. An optimistic 
total estimate for the vear is 2,100.000,000 square 
yards, which includes all shipments to Japa- 
nese dominated countries. nly about two- 
thirds of this business, however, was paid for in 
foreign exchange for the simple reason the ex- 
change was insufficient. So. in all probability, 
a great deal of the Japanese cffort during the 
present year, as well as a generous portion of 
the subsidy, will go toward subsidizing cotton 
textiles for shipment abroad. 

This all works back to the inevitable appli- 
cation of the old rule of internal relations that 
must sell, as well as buy, if they expect to sur- 
vive economically. 

The pressure on the Japanese to finance 
their essential purchases abroad, enormously 
increased since the war on China was under- 
taken, has now expanded to the bursting point 
because of the general decline in exports. This 
simply means nothing safely can be left un- 
done to help bring sales abroad back toa 
semblance of the old position.

FACING FINANCIAL FACTS 

It is estimated that over $4,000,000,000 of 
private capital is now seeking what might be 
termed a hiding place in the obligations of the 
United States government—without interest. 
This estimate is based on the total obligations 
of the federal government selling on the market 
at prices, which, when figured to dates of ma- 
turity or call, yield no returns. 

Furthermore, this huge volume of capital, 
in addition to yielding nothing to its owners, 
also yields nothing by way of income or other 
taxes to the government. The investment 
amounts to nothing more nor less than a tem- 
porary safe storing of the peoples’ money. 
Nothing is paid, nothing is charged for the 
privilege. But as the trend continues—private 
capital away from business—the more difficult 
it becomes to meet an ever increasing federal 
budget with a larger and larger deficit attached 
to it. / 

In the opinion of practically all financiers 
and taxing authorities the trend must, some- 
how, be halted. The feeling is strengthening, 
particularly among those more realistic treasury 
officials, that now is the time to do it by a 
thoroughly constructive job of tax revision. It 
is an off year. If it is not done now it will not 
be done in 1940—an election year. Elective of- 
ficials, fear, above all things, anything remotely 
resembling tax spreads or increases at a time 
when they are seeking a return to office. Post- 
ponement now means an indefinite delay. De- 
lay means a slower permanent business re- 
covery. 

The interest, alone, on the national debt 
will come to an estimated $1,000,000,000 in 1940. 
It will grow as money rates get higher. During 
the period of a little more than 20 years, the 
United States has graduated from a total an- 
nual governmental budget of $1,000,000,000, in 
round figures, to a government. paying out a 
billion dollars a year in interest alone on bor- 
rowed money—money, because of present cir- 
cumstances, diverted largely from normal busi- 
ness enterprise. | 

The per capita cost of the federal govern- 
ment is now in excess of $65. This may not 
seem excessive in some schools of financial 
thought, but it should not be forgotten that 
State and local levies bring the cost to $135 for 
every individual in the nation. Even so, it 
would not necessarily be alarming if there were 
any indications it would not continue to climb 
higher. But those who called a reasonable per 


capita tax too high six years ago now call the’ 


present assessment too low. 

The most discouraging phase in this present 
ever mounting, and future unpredictable, tax 
pyramiding, so far as sound business recovery 
is concerned, is that the federal government can 
“borrow” money, without interest, which busi- 
ness can’t borrow at any price. No wonder the 
necessity for constructive tax revision and a 
halt on prodigal spending is making itself felt 
throughout the nation. 


TOLERANCE AND THE BOY SCOUTS 

One of the first essentials to success for any 
group of people, whether young or old, brought 
together for the purpose of performing a serv- 
ice to mankind, as well as to themselves, is the 
spirit of tolerance. The importance of this 
truth was thoroughly understood long before 
the Boy Scout organization was founded. So 
it was embodied in the Scout law. . 

“He is faithful to his religious duties and 
respects the convictions of others in matters of 
custom and religion,” so reads one rule of the 
law. Thus, over 8,000,000 Scouts and Scouters, 
regardless of religious beliefs and customs, have 
found it possible to work amicably and co-op- 
eratively, side’ by side, in dealing with life's 
problems. 

The Boy Scout has made it his duty to live 
and vitalize this law of tolerance by his daily 
thoughts and actions. If, at any time during 
their discussions, even a suspicion of intol- 
erance or a lack of understanding because of 
it, creeps in, he has felt it his duty to call at- 
tention to the law. He has stoutly upheld it 
throughout the years as a sound American prin- 
ciple. He has been taught and is teaching that 
tolerance is the very keystone of democracy. 

It seems altogether fitting, particularly at a 
time when intolerance is rampant throughout 
many countries of the world, that the Boy 
Scouts, an organization founded on the prin- 
ciple of tolerance, should be preparing to cele- 
brate its twenty-ninth anniversary—February 
8. On that occasion the Scout can perform no 
greater service to his fellows than to rededicate 
himself to the cause of tolerance.

When the doctor came he went over him very carefully. “Put 
your head on your chest, son,” he said. “I can’t very well,” said 
the little boy, “my neck hurts.” 

And then that wild, wild fear. “Why do you ask him to do 
that, doctor? What are you afraid of? What does it mean?” Ques- 
tions rushing past your lips. All the time your mind saying, “Now 
don’t be hysterical. Now don’t get excited. Don’t show the child 
you are alarmed.” 

The doctor was noncommittal. Your mind recalled what you 
had read in the medical books—the books for laymen with which 
you were familiar. Fever. General malaise. Sometimes vomiting. 
Severe headaches. Stiff neck. All the rest came very soon. 

All the rest! He was like Mercury, your boy. “He doesn’t walk, 
he always runs,” you had said proudly. The phrase leaped into 
your mind. Beyond that you did not dare to think. 

The boy looked at the doctor questioningly. “I’m not very sick,” 
he asserted, and watched for an answer. “No, indeed, you are just 
fine; just need a little time in bed,” said the doctor. 


HE WAS LYING He was lying. You could see as plain as day 
that he Was lying. 

_ The doctor left the room and his eyes beckoned you to follow 
him. In a few seconds you would know it. In a few seconds you 
would know what you already knew, only you would not let your- 
self think it! You were praying, in that inchoate wordless way 
that people do. “Please don’t let it be. Please. ... If you don’t 
let it be, I won’t ever complain about anything.” You were won- 
dering why anything, ever, had ever bothered you—money, or the 
state of the world, or—anything. 

Now, the doctor was saying it. There was just one more second 
before everything would become dark. You were holding your face 
composed. Holding it from opening and screaming. The doctor 
was saying it. “I’m afraid I have bad news for you.” It was out. 
That was what it was. You had known it all along. “Your boy 
has pneumonia.” 

Pneumonia! Pneumonia! Did you ever think that a great wave 
of relief would sweep over you, that almost a song would sing in 
your heart because a doctor told you your boy had pneumonia!

Oxygen tents, if it 
came to the worst. He had pneumonia. With pneumonia he had 
a chance—a chance of total, permanent recovery.

CAUSE STILL UNKNOWN Some of the worst children’s dis- 


eases have been conquered by 
science. But we still know almost nothing about the cause of in- 
fantile paralysis. Science has not been able to isolate the bacillus; 
physicians believe that it is a filterable virus—so small, that is to 
say, that it passes through a biological filter. There is some reason 
to believe that spraying children’s noses with certain zinc solutions 
makes them less susceptible to infection, although, I believe, that is 
not clearly established. : 

There are 350,000 cripples in this country, due to infantile 
paralysis. It is wanton in its attacks. The strongest, healthiest, 
brightest children seem, if anything, the more susceptible. 

It is the constant terror of every parent. And every parent or 
prospective parent ought to give his or her contribution, however 
small, to aid the fight against the children’s enemy. es

ATTACKING THE CAUSE On yesterday the general assem- 

bly was congratulated by the Gov- 
ernor for their actions which seek to discover methods of economy 
in operating the state government and its services. 

There is being rushed through the general assembly a bill pro- 
viding for a hospital authority which will enable the state to go 
ahead with thesimprovements at the state hospital for the insane 
MAP eH Sd where conditions are, because of lack of funds, in- 
olerable. 


There also has been introduced into the legislature a modest bill 
which very likely will m@et with opposition. If adopted and en- 
forced it would, adopting the long view, save the staie more money 
than any two or three combined measures of economy. 

That is the bill which would require an examination before 
marriage to determine the condition of those about to be married 
with regard to syphilis. 


There is present before the legislature the problem of providing 
adequate funds for state health which would enable counties to 
offer treatment to those suffering from syphilis. 

Passage of these bills would save the state an immense amount 
of money over a stretch of years. This is not a theoretical state- 
ment but one of positive and easily seen facts. 


SYPHILIS IN GEORGIA A bulletin from the State Depart- 
ment of Health tells the story in 
factual phrases. 

Approximately 300,000 people in the state of Georgia have 
Syphilis. That means, counting Georgia’s population as 3,000,000, 
that one out of ten have the disease. Actually, doctors think, it is 
about one out of seven. 

_At any rate, it is known that 12 per cent of all the cases at 
Milledgeville are there because of syphilis of the brain. 

_ It also is known that 10 per cent of all the blindness in Georgia 
is caused by syphilis.

_The number of patients and the cost can be reduced by two- 
thirds by control methods similar to those already in force and 
planned by the Department of Health and by the legislation in- 
troduced. It has been said, truthfully, that the cheapest and the 
best way to control the disease is to treat it.

the great imitator.” It can, and does, in its effects, imitate most 
any disease. it helps fill the hospitals for the insane; it supplies 
hospitals for the blind with many, many patients. It sends patients 
to orthopedic institutions.. It does its share to provide cripples, 
feeble-minded, and otherwise add to human misery and to the large 
number of derelicts. It largely is a disease of the poor and the 
ignorant but it finds its way into thousands of homes where there 
is culture, education and wealth. 

It is estimated that 2 per cent of all babies born are born with 
syphilis. Legislation providing for examination and treatment be- 
fore and during pregnancy would prevent much or most of it. 
Routine blood tests for every expectant mother would be the an- 
swer. 

The state of Georgia does not want to keep adding to the num- 
ber of children who are born with crippled eyes, with crippled legs 
and arms, with crippled backs and minds. They are added to those 
undesirable citizens. Yhey, in turn, reproduce more of their kind. 
They keep adding up. They cost money. They can contribute 
only misery and disease. The state ought by all means to think 
seriously of the present bill; about the health problem generally 
and about extra legislation on the same problem. 


THE STORY RUNS ON The story runs on. Malaria costs in 


treatment alone, about $40 per case. 

There are about 86,000 cases of malaria in Georgia each year. 
Pellagra comes at last to state officials for treatment. It is, in 
every case, one of poverty and diet. It does not pay for its own 
doctors and medicines. The same is true in most cases, at least, of 
hookworm. The state must pay. Both diseases may be prevented. 
People become excited if a well is found to be infecting a com- 
munity with typhoid. The well is closed or cleaned. Yet it is im-

I have had seasons of prosperity and seasons of real poverty 
when I didn’t know where my next meal was coming from, but 
through it all I held my head up and thought myself equal to any- 
body else. .I love a country that enables a man to feel that kind 
of personal dignity. 

l weal aie be dead than lose the right to do and say what I 
please, and be pushed around by some officious little tool of a 
tyrant. 

Whatever it may cost me in taxes, I want my country to build 
such a strong navy, so many anti-aircraft guns, so many fighting 
planes, and train so many flyers that no enemy will dare attack us. 
Neither before nor after we become strong should our officials do 
or say anything to invite war. They should not meddle in foreign 
affairs that do not concern us, nor use our strength to rake chest- 
nuts for another people. The only excuse for armament is to pre- 
vent war, not to invite it. 

I hate both Communism and Fascism, but only because they 
threaten my country. If other races like these systems, that is 
their privilege, and I would not interfere with them while they 
confine their activities within their own borders. But when they 
infest the earth, openly and secretly doing all they can to injure 
democracy and hurt us, I dread and abominate and hate them. 

Whatever family quarrels we have here at home, I would pro- 
tect the legitimate interests and properties of Americans in foreign 
lands, for what benefits one American benefits all. 

I would help England wherever possible—not because I love her 
Tory rulers, who have changed little since they twice attempted to 
subdue and dominate us, but only because England's survival is 
necessary to our safety. 

I would end this hateful class feeling; outlaw every un-Ameri- 
can organization; teach our children to appreciate democracy, and 
strive without ceasing to improve and strengthen America by mak-

Calling for immediate enact- 
ment of a law putting all state 
employes except day laborers un- 
der a civil service commission, 
Governor Rivers, in-.the first of a 
series of messages to the general 
assembly, declared vesterday that 
there can be no real economy in 
State government until such a law 
ls adopted. 

The Governor confined his 
Speech to a discussion of the civil 
service law and to a detailed 
analysis of allocated revenues of 
the state. He will appear before 
the assembly in a few days to dis- 
cuss unallocated revenues and 
later to make recommendations to 
help obtain $8,500,000 in new 
revenue considered needed to pay 
existing appropriations. | 

Allocated Revenues. 

In discussing the allocated rev- 
enues, the chief executive took up 
each department and listed where 
the revenues came from and, 
where they go. | 

Taking up the civil service plan 
first, the Governor said: 

“We are all undertaking to ex- 
tend economy in the administra- 
tion of the state government to 
the utmost possible degree com-| 
patible with efficient service to| 
the people. I am glad you are | 
making a serious study along this 
line at the very outset of the ses- 
sion. 

“However, regardless of the ef- | 
fo.t you make, regardless of the | 
effort I make, and regardless of | 
the effort the heads of the de-'| 
partments of the state govern-'| 
ment make, to this end, we can-'| 
not attain the economy and effi- | 
ciency in the state government) 
to which the taxpayers in this| 
state are entitled until the

While a merit or civil 
service system may have objec- 
tionable features, in my opinion, 
the benefits far outweigh these 
objections. The final form of pas- 
sage of the bill should be such 
as to reduce the objectionable 
features to the minimum, yet fur- 
nish a maximum opportunity for 
its benefits.
